biguous ; or ſo much as {ceraingly miſapplied any : but 
wi be uſeth are very pertinent to his purpoſe, according 
ts the Teh of e of them 3 as 1 promiſe my ſelf, all 
yerſons not groſly ſally or pre udic'd will bear me witneſs, 

And whereas ſevera Plaaſes are briefly explained in 
other words, it 3s done only for the ſake of the moſt ig- 
norant,, and to render them at firſt ſight intelligible to 


; the very loweſt Capacities : Nor are any of thoſe Expli- 


cations ſuch as, 1 can ſee, may be called in queſtion with 
any ſhadow of Reaſon, But beſides, that no man may 
think his Judgment impoſed upon by them, taking 10- 
tice that they are not to be eſteemed as a part of the Ca. 
techiſm ; and that ſo it may readily be read withoxt 
them, they are all mark to be printed in a diſtin Cha- 
ratter, and moreover incloſed with two ſtroaks, as Pa- 
rentheſes, 

mo the Reader may reap theſe following Advan- 
tages, by the careful peruſal »f this Catechitm. 

I. Hh may be inftrudted thereby in the main body and 
ſubſtance of imple pure Chriſtianity, withoxt the a- 
dulterations and ſpurious mixtures ( to borrow aphraſe 
from a very excellent Doctor ) of Man-made Divinity. 

2. He may here at once and with the ſelf ſame labour 
be both caught the main Potnts of his Religion, and how

3. He here hath them expreſſed in the moſt affe&in 
manner and with greateſt authority, becaxſe in the words 
of the Holy Scriptures which are certainly more com- 
manding, ſtrike with greater awe. and a quicker and 4 
more pungent ſenſe, more powerfully influence our minds 
ad ſweetly inſmate their ſenſe into our Souls, than 
66n.any of our own deviſing.

4. He will henceevidently percetve that the Chriſtian 
Religion ir no Speculative but a purely Practical Sci. 
ence, and that the deſign and buſineſs thereof is (though 
thoſe that would not have'# ſo will not ſeeit ) to'ma 
men inwardly and really Righteous, to purifie our Souls 
From all fleſhly and ſpiritual Pollations, and endue us 
with a God-like and Divine nature. 

I ſhall now make two bumble and earneſt requeſts,and 
then conclude my already too long Preface. 

Firſt, That Parents and others that have the charg, 
of Vonth, will be pleaſed to inſtru& them throughly mn 
this Catechiſm. 7, mean after they have well learnt and 
digeſted that which the Church hath ſet forth for them 
concerning which I muſt needs ſay, that as it is very 
well adapted to the capacities of young ones, ſo (what: 
ſoever too many do think, of it ) 1t is an excetlently good 
foundation to ſuperſtruct upon. 

Secondly. That thoſe that are more than Children, ti. 
ther in Age or Underſtanding, will not diſdain ( be: 
cauſe this is a Catechiſm) frequently to read it and 
confideratively to weigh and ponder it.
